that I received my first kite. I can't remember what the 
circumstance was that prompted its recdpt. I only know 
that I was and still am hooked . 

Though you may think that I have a streak of 
unrestrained (or uncontrolled) juveniUsm in me, I assure 
you that kites are serious business. In fact, they were in- 



vented as instruments of war. 

In 206 B.C.. a Chinese general named Han Sin had a 
problem. He wanted to invade the walled castle of his 
chief enemy, He decided that the way to do this would 
be to tunnel under the earth and come up inside the - 
castle. His problem was determining how far to tunnel! 
Every time he sent someone to measure the distance, his 
warrior ended up with an arrow through his heart. 

In a stroke of - in my opinion - utter brilliance, he 
thought of the kite as a way to measure the distance. By 
some sort of triangulation. he was able to use the height 
of the kite to determine the distance his tunnel needed to 
be. The tunnel was dug. the castle invaded, and Han Sin 
gained a new castle. And the world gained a new 
pastime - kite flying. 

Unthinking individuals would probably dismiss kite 
flying in lieu of more active spom. Who cares! What I 
want is a nice, peaceful sport tlnit allows me to use to 
the fullest extent the limited coordination that 1 possess. 
As one becomes more proficient in kite flying, the 
need for more and more exotic kites appears. No longer 
am I satisfied with the "dime store" model made of 
balsa wood and tissue paper. 1 progressed from paper to 
plastic to nylon. 

My favorite kite is i» the shape of a dragon. It has a 
circular head and approximately thirty feet, of fed 
metallic/plastic tail. It's a breeze to fly (get it!) and goes 
up with very little wind. 

If the wind turns to near hurricane force. I like to put 
up my double parachute air scoop kite. A birthday 
present from a friend, it's the ultimate kite experience^ 
Deflated it looks like a parachute that was mangled by k 
combine. Inflated it soars aloft looking very much like a 
flying six bottle wine rack . • 

Obviously the oceanfront is the best site for kite 
flying. I'm not much for running so the breeze off the 
ocean is usually enough to get it up easily. The best time 
of day is after five. The crowds have departed (if in 
season) and you can put two or three up by tying them 
to your beach diair. Then you sit down in an empty one 
and enjoy a little wine. Th^'s kite flying. 

So, if you've secretly desired to fly. Or if your hero is 
Ben Franklin. Or if you're lazy. Or if you like to drink 
wine on the beach. Or if you are all of these, go fly a 
kite. 



Beachers Lost $164,380 In 1981 From Vandalism 



WHAT 6 VANDAUSM? It is the deliberate and 
pointless damaging of property. Sometimes it's called 
"trashing," "rolling," "yard farming" or "ripping 
up". But whatever it's called it is not a harmless prank, 
it's a crime! Whenever vandalism occurs, you pay 
either directly when your own property is damaged or 
indirectly via higher taxes to repair damage of public 
property or through higher insurance costs. 

WHO ARE 1HE VANDAIS? Grade school cfaUdren 
as young as 6 or 7 may vandalize sdtools. parks, etc. 
It's hard to believe that young children can be 
deliberately destruaive and harder to decide how to 
correct the problem. Teenagers often have '.'growing

up" problems which may lead theqi to acts of misusing 
vehicles, spraying grafitti in public places, etc. Older 
youths account for the more serious damage involving 
vehicles and machinery. Vandals often work together in 
groups. A group usually feels braver than a single 
person would so incidents may happen moi*e often and 
damage may be more serious. 
WHY DO PEOPIE VANDALIZE? 

•Anger against society in general may cause a desire ^ 
to "strike back" by damaging traditional symbols of 
authority such as schools and churches. 

•Boredom is a major problem for youngsters both in 
low income areas because of the lack of recreational 
facilities and unemployment. In the mcwc well to do 
communities in Virginia Beach, young people have 
fewer responsibilities and a lot of ft-ee time. 

•Drug and alcohol abuse make vandalism more 
likely. Youths who are feeling "high" may display less 
judgement and act irresponsible. 

•Disciplinary problems (when discipline is too strict 
lacking or inconsistent) may cause children .^ rebel via 
acts of vandalism, young people may not learn ho* to 
care about others and are tempted to see what they can 
get away with. 

•Personal problems such as family difficulties, school 
or social troubles, may be behind acts of vandalism. 
Youngsters who feel like failures lash out at the nearest 
target and insecure youngsters looking for (nendship 
may join groups that vandalize. All of these problems 
exist in Virginia Beach so don't stick your head in sand 
and think they are going to go away. 

Parents and everyone in Virginia Beach can help. 
The best time for us to ftght vandalism is before 
children begin to vandalize. From early childhood 
through the growing up years, parents and all members 
of the community can make the kind of community in 
which children have no "need" to vandalize. 

Parents, teachers, community leaders, pastors, 
priests and rabbis most set an example that will override

The Sdiool Board and City Council at a joint meeting Monday 
preceding the executive session endorsed a program of action recom- 
mended by Superintendent of Schools, Dr. E. E. Brickdl which in- 
duded hiring l^al counsd. The selection of the attorney was left up to 
the School Board. In a sutement submitted to the two bodies, Brickell 
said that he had spoken to an attorney who has extensive experience in 
impact fund matters. 

Impact funds are provided school districts under Public Law 874 
based on the number of federally-connected students attending local 
schools. Without the funds, Brickell said, he would no longer be able 
to provide educational services for 4800 "Category A" students, those 
students whose parents live and work on govermnent property. 

As alternatives to impact aid, Brickell has recommended the im- 
position of a tuition charge on all "A" pupils at to advise the Secretary 
of Education that the Department of Defense will be expected to 
provide educational services or to enter into a contractural 
arrangement with the dty to offer the services. 

Vice Mayor Harold Hrischober said he did not want the local 
military and their families to interpret Council's actions as a "hostile 
position." To explain the situation and m line with Brickell's recom- 
mendations, dty representatives will meet "as soon as practicable with 
various groups of military famibes and or dependents to explain the 
difficulties, the reasons for any actions and the fact that the quarrd is 
not with the military citizens, but with the federal govermnent." 

The dty's Military Liaison Committee which indudes BrickeB, also 
will meet with area military base commanders to explain the problem, 
the prt^wsed course of actions and the reasons. The meeting follows 
another recommendation of Brickdl. 

Dr. Roy Wood, School Board Chairman, told Council that the dty 
is assured S3.8 million in impact funds this year where S7 million had 
been budgeted^ He said he had "no idea what will happen next year." 
Brickell said that last Thursday and Friday, the State Board of 
Education with the support of the sute superintendent of schools, 
adopted a position papa alerting the General Assembly to the loss of 
Impact Aid and to ask the sute to consider furnishing emergency fur- 
nds for the 1982-83 fiscal year. 

Brickell said that 37 districts receive Impact Aid but (hat ^ most' 
heavily endowed are Norfolk. PortsmooA. Virginia Beach. Prince 
• Oeorge County. Fahf ax and York County. York recently won back iu 
federal aid through Ihigation. 

He said the legal paper addresses itsdf solely to "Category A" 
ttudentt. Children of parenu who work on a military installation bu^ 
live in the dviUan community have also been computed in past impact 
aid funding. 

The rationale is that the families who hve on the base do not con- 
tribute real estate or personal property taxes. When using com- 
missaries they also do not pay sales taxes. In additioa. federal proper- 
ties are not taxable. The Federal government owns 28.821 acres in 
Virginia Beach at an appraised value, induding improvementt, of 
$1 ,18j J86,4I0. At the current ta.\ rate of 72 cents per SIOO vahiation, 
the yield on this property would be S8.538.371 while flie enthkment 
for 1981-82 intact funds was S5.01S.000. 

The per pupU cost in Virginia Beach is Sl.844. Brickdl said that in 
considering tuition, the Board is talking about half of that. 
In an; the dty has 22.810 impact pupils or 41.60 percent. 4800 of 

which aie in "Category A", 
aty Manager Oeoige L. Hanbury said that unfortunately Congress 



does not fed that military properties or famiUes should be taxed. 

In answer to a question from Coundhnan Rdd Ervin, BrickeU said 
that York County had an attorney who advised and represented the 
county, but that York "had something else going for them" ip that 
fifty percent of the students there are federally connected. 

Brickell said that he agreed with the dty manager, that once in 
court, certain prindples must be challenged, sufh as how much land 
should the federal govermnent be allowed to take without taxation. 

Hanbury said that for the last 30 years Congress has been trying to 
cut back on expenditures on items involving particular locahties. If 
Virginia Beach does not recdve some form of revenue, Virginia Beach 
will be subsidizing the education of the nation. 

Councihnan Clarence A. Holland noted that just a small part of the 
country grows tobacco but price supports are part of the overall 
budget. 

They'll be saying all Virginia Beach will be subsidizing education, 
Hanbury said. 

Holland wanted to know who much clout education had in 
Washington. 

Dr. Wood said the Department of Education doesn't have any clout 
at all in Washington. "I don't know where they can get the money." 
He said the Board was trying to get to Office of Management and the 
Budget, David Stockman. * 

Holland commented, "Everytime I've gone to Congress, I always 
get the answer, 'We don't have the ability oursdves." 

Councilwc»nan Meyera Obemdorf said he was "reluctant to hold 
children in limbo as to whether they will be educated or not. Are we 
going to suggest they build their own schools on their own bases?" 

Brickell said he would. He said there is legal precedent for this when 

the local schools can't educate the children, the military would. He 

said he wanted to move ahead with his recommendation so that 

education will continue unabated, but that "there will come a time 

See SCHOOL.

when we have to decide: are we going to continue to educate 4800 
people?" 

Hanbury said that bue exchanges and commissaries were originaUy 
established to provide services in areas where none existed. He said, 
"In an urban area there is no need for tax-exempt gas sales, no need 
for commisarics. If we can get rid of thoae benefits, with the military 
buying for all their friends, have the military pay reasooabie salaries 
and get rid of fringe beneflts." He said that 3S percent of the military 
income is in fringe benefitt, but that this it not cOHOted toy the in- 
dividuals as income. 

"If CoagrcH wants to save money, do away with fringe benefits. 
We can make up the lots (of impact aid) from taxes on gat, food,. .We 
can make up the SSVi milion. We bring in as ranch in tales Hxct, 
ammcaient taxes and meal taxes as froas real estate taxes," he said. 
"Why should I. a citizen, be able to bwy a meal on the bate and pay no 
tax?" 

Coundbnan John A. Baum said that bate tchoob abo were 
originally provided in rural area where the calibre of schools was not 
contidered good eaough. Virginia Beach, on the contrary, hat a good 
school system, he said. 

Alluding to the thrust of Hanbvry's remarks. Mayor Dr. J. Hcvy 
McCoy, Jr. said that It was Hke. "barking at the moon." 

Hanbury pointed out that the Constitution prohibits the dty from 
taxing government property, but the Constitution says nothing about 
commissaries. 

Councf man Reid Ervin pointed out that Congress recently invested 
money in'^new cortimissaries and that he didn't think they would 
! change their minds. 

Boardmember John Fahey said altemativet suggested by the 
superintendent were not an attempt to tax the federal government, but 
to charge tuition. 

Hanbury said that the city will have to decide whether, in asking for 
funds, it will take a "scatter-gun approach or a single approach. 
"With Congress as it is, it may be better to go (kiUi the scattergun ap- 
proach. 

Brickell said that the city has never received 100 percent of what it 
was supposed to get under the Federal law and that the city always 
budgeted under the amount expected. 

Holland said he was sure the city was not going to be the only com- 
munity doing this.- "Is there any feeling you get from peofle in 
Congress of being supportive or not supportive?" 

Brickell said that U.S. Rep. William Whitehurst, Sen. John Warner 
and Sen. Harry Byrd have been supportive of Impact Aid. The dif- 
ficulty arises, he said, in that Impact Aid has become a part of 
Presidem Ronald Reagan's overall economic program. A number of 
congressmen feel, he said, that you cannot pick this program apart 
from the others. "At the present time it doesn't look too good." ...I 
don't get the feeling impact aid has the number of supporters it has 
had. 

"I can't think of anything closer than the education of our 
children," Holland said. "Education is the basis for our country." 

"I don't think it is the priority it once was," Brickell said. "I always 
had a friend in Carl Perkins. He used to shake your hand and guaran- 
tee the money. He no longer can do that." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley asked whether the board was 
looking into State funding as well. 

Brickell said it is the consensus that the State must increase expen- 
ses. He said there is some talk that the Standards of Quality will 
be revised to increase class size. Also, the Virginia Beach Schools is 
putting together a paper on school fund which will be sent to Rich- 
mond before the month is over. 

In his Statement to Council, Brickell said: 

"The present situation is the most perilous I can recall in the past 20 
years (of impact funding,) and it calls for direct, forceful and resolute 
aaion on the part of local, tute and natioiwl ofndalt ..." 

Clearly, the city would be in a much better position, financially, if 
taxation of federal land were legal. 

"This is not the case.. .and it does create a measure of tax burden 
for local citizens. This burden is intensified when the government 
moves employee dependents onto tax exempt land, expecting the 
locality to provide education for the dependents, primarily at local ex- 
pense... 

"In the/ast ten years, Virginia Beach has constructed new schools, 
along wiA additions, to provide facilities to house military dependents 
generated by three housing projects buik on federal property. Virginia 
Beach taxpayen contributed about SI 2 million to build these schools; 
the federal government contributed nothing. The local tax structure 
also has borne a liiabic portion of the initructional coctt of educating 
these students. 

"it it the position of the Virginia Beach School Board that the 
federal government ought to be financially respoAsible for the 
educaiton of children who reside on federal property that is exempt 
from all local and state taxation. 

"The loss of impact funds wiH have a devatUting effect on the 
public schools of Virginia Beach; to expect local taxpayers to provide 
the lost revenue does not seem to be a realistic expectation at this par- 
ticular time. 

" lots of impact funds without replaoanent would be a major 

catastrophe for the school system."

Acey Considering Promoting Boxing Regularly At Beach

On Saturday, Feb. 20, ten boxers from the mid- 
Atlantic region, including two from Virginia Beach, are 
scheduled for action at the Norfolk Arena. > 

Light heavyweight Ric "Tkc VirgiBia Beach Bomber" 
Lalahart, a Virginia Beach resident, and Babba "Bad 
Boy" Walters, a Virginia Beach firefighter, are favored 
to win their bouts. Favored that is, by Virginia Beach's 
most famous boxer, Bobby Acey. 

Acey. a 147 pound welterweight, was ranked 14th in 
the U.S. by Ring magazine during 1977-78. His record 
stood at 14-0 with 14 knock outs. Acey still fights 
professionally, and owns the Atlantic Avenue 
restaurant and lounge. Ringside, where from a booth. 
Acey gave The Sun an exclusive update oo the local 
boxing scene. 

Acey said all the Fighters on the upcoming card "have 
good hearts and are good boxers." (See story^ below). 
But to be successful a fighter not only needs power and 
quickness, but personality, charisma, and sex appeal. 
' "Boxers need a personality and pizzazz to draw 
crowds to the arenas," Acey said. "They are on the news, 
they have sex appeal and people see them and want to 
relate to them. Seventy- five percent of fight fans don't 
even care who wins. They go to the fights as curiousity 
seekers looking for something they can relate to. The 
fans want to come out and get excited; ihow their 
emotions." 

Acey said there is much opportunity for professional 
boxing in Virginia Beach, if it is produced properly. 

"People are blood thirsty." Acey said. "They want 
excitement. Not a maul, but a good Tight where the 
fighters are at it toe-to-toe. But boxing has to be 
promoted, and nursed along. Virginia Beach is a good 
place to introduce it. Boxing was really beginning to 
catch on several years ago when I was boxing in the 
Virginia Beach Dome. It sold out several times." 



Acey said he and Whisper Concerts, Inc., Virfinia 
Beach, a concert promotions company, are talking with 
New Jersey boxing promoten to bring professional 
boxing to Virginia Beach on a regular basis. No dates 
have lieen set yet. "Boxing promotions have been on my 
mind a lot lately," Acey said. 

Of the 10 fighters to box on Feb. 20 in Norfolk. Acey 
has seen five of them. The fights are sponsored by Con- 
tact Sports. Inc. presidoit, Gerry Martin. Of the five, 
Em SfenMB, WtUkm WaNen, lUc Latabart. Jake KUcy 
and IMs Fiye, only Sluuin<» has potential, according 
to Acey, to have a (tecent future in the boxing world. 

"I know Ken, I have sparred with him," Acey said. 
"He's just out of the Navy, and probably the oiUy one 
out of the whole group with any boxing potential." 



Acey said Lainhart is a good puncher, but needs more 
experience. 

"He's a real hard hitter." Acey said, "but he needs to 
box more. He iWeds to adapt a style of boxing to his 
size. He's too much of a stand-up boxer. He needs to 
bob and weave more. He's just not schooled enough in 
boxing yet." 

Bubba Walters will perform in the only kick boodng 
match of the night. Kick boxing adds to a boxing card, 
yet the sport has yet to become commercially pofnilar. 

"Kick boxing needs a lot of raining and liaandal 

backing." Acey said. "Bubba fought for the world title

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Three Hearings Set 

Curriculum Accessment

The Virginia Beach Public Schools Curriculum 
Assessment and Development (CA&D) project moved 
into high gear at the start of the new year. January and 
February, 1982, will see a flurry of data-gathering ac- 
tivity. 

The 36-member Task Force which will finally make 
recommendations to the Superintendent and the School 
Board next year, held its organizational meeting in early 
December. 1981. but the first working meeting was held 
in January. The Task Force has been broken down into 
four major subcommittees: the Philosophy and Goals 
subcommittee, headed by Xerox sales executive Howard 
Holicy; the Graduation Requirements subcommittee. 
headed by junior high Gifted and Talented Program 
itinerant teacher Jnanita Feiton; the Carricnium Design 
subcommittee, headed by Old Donation Center for the 
Gifted and Talented principal Dr. K. Edwin Brown; and 
the Fntnres subcommittee of which a chairman is yet to 
be named. 

Members of the Tasit Force chose Sharon Smith, a 
history and sociology teacher at Cox High School, as its 
chairman. Smith has an extensive background in 
curriculum development and design. The Task Force 
she heads is made up of teachers, administrators, com- 
munity leaders and students. 

In addition, a 30-member Otiaens Advisory Group. 
composed of persons from throughout Virginia Beach 
in all walks of life, has been formed; the committee has 
been charged by the CA&D team with bringnag to the 
project broad based citizen input. The committee will 
also be utilized during the review phase of the project 
fof reaction to Task Force recommendations. The 
cdmmittee has representation from a number of 
professional, technical, managerial, labor force, in- 
dustrial, agricultural and military Fields. 

A two-day Curriculum Renewal Institute at the old 
Cavalier Hotel on Jan. 29 and 30 featured two of the 
best-known curriculum experts in America, Dr. Rita 
Dnnn, professor of Administrative and Instructional 
Leadership in the School of Education and Human Ser- 
vices at St. John's University, in New York, and Dr. 
WUUam Gcorgiadct, Dean of Education at the Univer- 
sity of Houston. 

On Friday, Jan. 29, CAAD faculty represenutives 
and administrators attended a workshop during the day 
with the experts; that night, memben of the ad- 
ministrative/supervisory staff of Virginia Beach Public 
Schoob joined the Task Force at a working dinner 
meeting. 

On Saturday. Jan. 30. the Task Force had an oppor- 
tunity to work with the two major consultanu, as well 
as a number of oCher recognized curriculum specialists 
from coUcgci throughout the country. DivisioB Sapcrin- 
tendent. Dr. E. E. Brickdl. noted that the imtittttc wai 
planned "to give Task Force members the opportunity 
to interact with naticMially known tpeaken and to 
become better acquainted with other Task Force mem- 
bers and thdr iniisi<m."

His last 
major activity as city manager 
would be the sale of a S63 
million bond issue scheduled 
for 10a.m. today. His salary of 
S(S6,0000 a year will be con- 
tinued until June 30. dies G. 
DoM, assistant to the city 
manager in charge of finance, 
will serve as interim manager 
until I new manager ii appoin- 
ted. 

Brock, a widow who lives in 
Bay Colony and calls hersdf a 
"sdf -employed Investor," said

Five Year Mandatory Jail Term 
May Be Too Severe, Some Say

Senate BiU 201 was offered to the General Assembly 
on Tuesday, January 26, by Virginia Beach State Senator 
A Joseph Canada, Jr. It recommends a mandatory five 
ytas jail term fot diose convicted of assa ult i n g Virpnia 
police officers. It is the third such biH Canada has at- 
tempted to push through the General Assembly in Ac 
last few years. (Sun, Sept. 16, 1982). 

If passed. Bill 201 would amend The Virginia Code by 
adding a numbered section rdating to assaults on police 
officers, and penalties. The proposed law was referred 
the same day it was introduced to the Senate Courts of 
Justice committee, where it still stands. . 

Canada told The Sun last year that he had received 

many complaints from police officers, the public, and 

the press about assaults on police officers; particularly 

those occuring during the hot, tense summer months 

along Atlantic Avenue But the problem is not limited to 

the strip. As lecently as Thanksgiving Day. ^ee 

brothers and their mother hoqpitalized one pdkx officer 

and injured another. Just this week an officer received a 

coDCustion from a two-by-four. And no one has yet to 

forget the tngic death of Virginia Beach Police Officer 

Daniel Maloney.

"Am uiod in this uetlon the term *mmndatory, 
minimum sentence, ' means that the term of im/Mlson- 
ment It describes, as opposed to the potential range of 
terms prescrOted, shaB Ite served with no suspension of 

sentence, bt whole or part, or probation bebig given by 
the court. A person so sentenced shdU not be ^Iblefor 
parole prfor to servb^ the mandatory, mbiimum term 
of bnprisonmmt prescribed. " 

If the Assembly passes the proposed law, it would 
take effect on July 1. 

Reaction to the proposal from Virginia Beach police 
officials arc mixed. Keeping in mind that assaulting a 
police officer under present law carries no harsher 
penalty than assaulting your neighbor, police officials 
lament judges don't dish out stiffer sentences for those 
convicted of assaulting police officers. Simple assault 
carries up to $1,000 fine and a year in jail. But before 
such a sentence is levied, judges contend the partiM 
must have been involved in malicious or aggrevated 
assault. Judges want to give the same rights, no more no 
lesi, to cops as to others. Why should they be above the 

law. some judges ask. . 

It's becoming apparent, through proposed 
legislation* and pnbUiP lwl«rt*ate fmctkm to the rev^ 
se poKce brutuality issue, that unpunished assaults tm 
police officers cannot coidinue. But in addition to a new 
law. mental attitudes and traditional perceptiom must 
diange before any of the officers will be safer. And for 

suit, laws are easier to diange than attitudes.

"Thto (the proposed bflQ doesn't impress me." he 
continued, "nor does it naake me fed any more secure. 
It doesn't mean anyting to me. I think evwybody's heart 
to in the ri|^ place, but diere are proUems. I mean, 
driving under the influence caUs for a mandatorx jail 
time. But how often is it imposed? Ninety-nine per cent 
of the time the fine is only S3S0 with a 10 day in jail sen- 
tence suspended. The problem is not the law or the 
legtolator, it's the judges. They are the ones who must be 
the uninterested, and neutral third party. Cops don*t 
want any more rights than the next guy. Only fairness.

discretionary power. 

••I like what Joe (Canada) is doing. .This proposed 
bill wiU open a lot of doors. More assault investipitions 
could continue through if they were felony offenses. I 
Uke this proposal. I reaUy do. I believe most officers wiU 
like it too. The only problem is with the mandatory sen- 
tencing part. The kinda gets into the judges bailiwick." 



SERGEANT H. T. CARR. 10 year Virginia Beach 
police officer: "A key point is that the judges do not 
always care what the law says. Judges must interpret the 
law and carry it through. They can reduce charges, or 
throw them out. It's all up to the judges. You can't 
forecast how a law will be received by judges. Each case 
will depend in the circumstances. But if the judges were 
to interpret this law strictly, and deal with it strictly, it 
will be effective. 

"Police officers don't have more rights than any one 
else. Just more responsibility. You just don't assault a 
police officer, you're assaulting the entire criminal 
justice system. Some people assault police officers 
repeatedly eight to 10 times. They are habitual offen- 
ders. And very few have ever spent any time in jail. At 
th« most one or two days waiting for a case to be heard. 
"Police officers must make decisions in a split 
second. And those decisions can be discussed sometimes 
for months following. Everybody else has time to 
discuss their decision. We don't have time for discussion. 
we must be right. It's not Uke we had 10 days to decide if 
we should strike back or not. Judges confer with each 



other; consist with even the Supreme Court. 

"No matter what the General Assembly does, police 
officers will never take the law into Aeir own hands.

Kennedy said he responded to a call on Nov. 26 at 5 
p.m. from the wife of Virginia Beach Police Officer O. 
B. Smith. Smith's children, Kennedy said, were being 
verbally abused by some of Smith's next door neigh- 
bors. Specifically, three brothers, aged 17. 19. and 21 
and their mother. Sntith went outside his house to 4ee 
about the verbal abuse. The brothers had been drinking 
and Smith attempted to escort one of them back to his 
home when a fight broke out.

hits to the neck, head, and kidneys. Eventually, within 
seconds, more police units responded to the calL Ken- 
nedy lost 14 days of work due to the incident. The par- 
ties invoked were not attested until two days later. The 
misdemeanor oHdue allowed the asaa ilantt to get off 
free for two days because of a legal loophole. Kennedy 
had to swear out a warrant for his assaOanU' arrest, or 
they may bave remained at large. 

Here's what Kennedy said about Canada's proposal: 
"This should have been here kmg ago. When someone 
assaults a police officer it's a blatant disregard for the 
law. I believe if people will strike a uniform tbey would 
do anything. I can see how some judges may try to 
reduce some of the sentences. But if the assault occurs in 
the performance of the officer's duties, I don't see how 
the judge can get around imposing the mandatory jail 
term. In New York, where I'm from, it's a fdony to hit 
a police officer. I mean, you don't even think of bitting 
a cop. H's 30 days at least. 

"For this type of law to work, it takes publicity. 
Police officers will not seek vengence on their own. It's 
not worth it. It isn't worth your job. I don't know of an 
officer that doesn't feel that way. There's a million and 
one ways to enforce the law. There's always civic ac- 
tions. I could have split some heads, but that wouldn't 
have accomplished anything. If this law passes, it means 
a police officer will have to use mc»e discretion in how he 
charges people. Five years could be a long time to give 
an 18 year old drunk who, really, unintentionally hit a 
policeman. But if the law is passed in the bei^nning 
you'll see a lot of people charged with assaulting p(riice 
officers." 

SECOND PRECINCT STREET SUPERVISOR G. 
M. VAN AUKIM. 10 yeafs4B the Virginia Beacb Police 
Department: "Something must be done to stop the 
assaults. It's hard to keep someone firom resistip 
arrest. I've seen four officers try to pin one man, am. 
that man kick out our police car windows as well as kick 
officers right in their mouths with his heels. When the 
guy was taken before the magistrate, he was issued 
warrants for bctaig drunk in public, and assaulting a 
police officer but not resisting arrest. 

"I fed that a bOl with a mandatory five years in jail 
for assaulting police officers is too severe to get through 
the General Assembly. I mean, what do you do with, for 
example, a IS-year old jvostitute that has to be kq>t 
from hurting somebody whUe bdng arrested? People 
get false teeth for the rest of their life over an incident 
that didn't take but a few minutes to happen. Five years 
is a long time to be wp^^axA across the board, but I want 
something done." 

VIRGINIA BEACH MAGlSimATE R. P. GID- 
DENS, second precinct. IS years, said concerning 
Canada's proposed legislation: "Would the hw deter 
assaults on ptdicemen today? No. Would it in the 
future? Yes. It seems to be a good bill." 

VIRGINU BEACH POUCE CHIEF CHARLES 
WALL: "I would like to think that the proposed biw 
would make people think twice about assaulting a police 
officer. But it's been my experience, that with man- 
datory sentendng, judges usually reduce the charge 
from assaulting a police ofBoer to iim|ik assault. If the 
proposed kw is psosed and strkdy eofoioed. it would be 
effective. But the judges wo&'t like it because it takes 
away their discretionary power."

neighbor bought a T.V. After school - first grade time - 
we raced home in time to go to Oaude's to see Howdy 
Doody. 

Television must have been a godsend for the parents 
of my generation. In addition to having a great 
babysitter, they also had an almost infallible new 
punishment threat: If you don't behave you won't be 
able to watch T.V. today. I'd rather die than receive 
such a cruel punishment. Consequently, I became the 
perfiect child. 

Like most middle-class American families, the 
television was an important fiactor in our lives. Most of 
my family's home entertaiimient was centered around 
it. I wish I knew - or maybe I don't - how many hours of 
my life was and has been spent in front of a television 
set. 

Hundreds of articles and several books have been 
written on the impact of television on our society. 
Changes in living patterns, decreases in reading scores 
in public schools - these and many other significant 
effects have been shown to be television generated. 

Our perception of the world, our process of thinking, 
even our way of thinking has been altered by television. 
A national America "accent" is being developed, 
based upon the speech patterns and tones of Dan 
Rather, Walter Oronkite. and others. 

More than eighteen months ago, I got rid (rf my two 
color and two black and white sets. Each was given 
away to gratefiil new owners. And as each departed, I 
feh a great sense crfreUef. I had decided to became T.V. 



celibate: not tdevision. I was never again going to own 
one, have one hi my home, or - weU I wasn't going to 
say that Fd never watch a T.V. It would just be 
someone else's. 

There were few withdrawal pains because I had 
never watched T.V. tiiat much. I did miss the set that 
had been in my den becatise I used the top of it as a 
place to put car keys, diange, etc. So whait have I 
learned from 18 months of no television? Several 
things. I read more. Fve always loved books and been 
an avid reader. I now find that I have greater time to do 
so. 

In addition to books, however, I read more 
newspapers and magazines. In particular the Post and 
the Times present the world <rflen overlooked by the 
local press. I exercise more. I have time to ride my bike, 
fly kites, go to the gym. 

What I find I miss, however, is ammunition for small 
talk. Now I know what T.V. is good for. It supplies 
countless hours of trivia that is later regurgiuted as 
conversation at dinner parties, cocktail gatherings, and 
the like. 

I realize that not having a television set does prevent 
me'from seeing some really fine programs. I see 
reviews of shows that I wish that I had seen. But sudi 
programs are few and Ear between. 

On balance I feel there is no reason why I would ever 
want to have a T.V. again. A person can exist and exist 
quite weD without one. There is life after television - life 
that's richer, more interesting and more fim.

Proudly, The Virginia Beach Sun features r^ular 
City Council news coverage by veteran Sun columnist 
Lee Cahin. Frequent visitors to City Hall observe that 
the soft spoken small-framed reporter is gracious, 
ladylike, and one of the most unobtrusive of the local 
press corps. 

Lee's accurate and interesting accountings of city 
council actions have traditionally played a major role in 
The Sun's news content. But within the last few months 
Lee has been joined in The Sun by five new columnists, 
three news, and two faature. Admittedly, this new breed 
of community scribes may be less well known than Lee 
Cahill, but these talented Virginia Beach writers add 
more brillance and intensity to the already radiating 
Sun. Plus, their rates are very reasonable. 

The Sun's two newest feature columnists are Ljmm 
Saads and Sara Qay. They are two writers that are 
vo^iinns apart. 

Sai)d' column entitled "Sun Down" first appeared in 
The Sun on Dec. 2, 1981. Since then, everybody has 
been asking me the same question: "Who is Lynn San- 
ds?" 

Bill Center, executive vice president of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce puUed me aside one day 
to ask if I really took my dates to all the nightclubs and 
restaurants listed each week in Sands' colunui. After 1 
explained that I was not Lynn Sands, you know the 
question he asked. Norfolk attomies have told me per- 
sonally that their week is not complete without Lynn 
Sands. Virginia Beach musicians, as wdl as nightclub 
managers, who have read about themselves in "Sun 
Down" have also been seen, it is said, offering to buy- 
patrons drinks to learn of Sands' identity. 

Part of Sands' popularity is the mystique. But 
because Lynn is a friend of mine, there are certain facts 
about the starUght writer we can disclose. 

Lynn Sands is a Virginia Beach nomad, living in the 
Beach Borough of the affluent seaside dty. Much of 
the midnight cruiser's time is spent on the highways and 
byways of the oceanfront, constantly looking for 
physical and emotional musical releases. 

In Lynn's maiden colunm. the purpose of <'Sun 
Down" can be explained by this extracted sentence: 
"There's Mihlag better for apliftiag the tyirit tluui let. 
dag Biwic rocii yoar body aad rofl tluroiwii yow Mood" 
-Dec. 2, 1981. Before meeting Sands, sources told The 
Sun that in addition to being a jogger, the eccentric San- 
ds was either recently released from a mental institution, 
meaning he is wierd.or was just very independent. The 
Sun believes Sands is both.

Sands' lyrics are obviously those of someone with 
keen intellectual and emotional sensitivity, and abstract 
imaginitive reasoning. Sand's continued food and drink 
imagery persists:

Sands' sexual slant in "Sun Down," phis the abihty to 
move from D.C. to Richmond with full ink flowing has 
most Virginia Beach residents waiting anxiously week to 
week to see where Sands' pen will land. 

When Sands was cornered early one morning in a 
secluded Atlantic Avenue bar, an agreement was 
reached. Sands would write for the Sun on a continued 
basis, under three conditions, which can never be 
divulged. Just read "Sun Down" and enjoy. 

SaaClay 

The Sun's other new feature columnist is Sam Clay. 
And does Sam have them talldngt 

Sam, holding a master's degree and a good city job, 
began his series of columns on a serious note. He wan- 
ted Virginia Beach residents not to take life for granted. 
After going the same way to work for years, it wasn't 
until one day like any other that he noticed a house en 
route, he had never before noticed. That reckoning ser- 
ved as a basis for his exclusive column, "Second 
Opinion." 

"Jast Hke my Uttle hoase oa Hollaad Road," Sam 
writes, "there are many pco^, places, aad things ia 
oar dty that we fafl to see, or that bccaase of oar 
famiUarity with thcai, we take for graatcd. I waat to 
rectify tbis." • Dec. 23, 1981. 

Sam wrote about the Pavilion, the toll road, signs» 
and style in his b^inning articles. Then Sam reaUy 
began to have opinionated fun. He k>ves opinions, noting 
that people without opinions bore him. On architec- 
ture, Dec. 30, tfe writes: "Oae baUdlag that has 
geacratad vast pabBc coawcat Ot's rather ake to sec 
aay bafldlag stiriv the psMk) Is the PaviUoa."

Benjamin Franklin is one of my favorite people. 1 
think that it would have been fascinating to have loiown 
him, talked with him, worked with him. His comments 
on and observations of hfe are so perceptive and cogent 
that they still have spirit and"" meaning. 

One of his most famous lines is contained in a letter 
he wrote in 1789. In it Franklin is discussing the merits of 
the newly adopted Constitution. He states his belief in 
its principles but comments that there is no guarantee 
the "noble experiment" will work. Then he closed 
with: "But in this world nothing is certain but death 
and taxes." 

If Franklin were alive today, having to commute from 
downtown Virginia Beach to downtown Norfolk, be 
would have added something to his nothing-is-certain 
sutement. Namely - traffic jams. 

Normally I don't have to get caught up in the rush 
hour traffic of the ^ginia Beach-Norfolk expressway. 
Recently I did. however, and I found it to be a very 
frustrating, wasteful, maddening experience. 

1 found myself encased in a classic Tidewater traffic 



jam. But my morning was saved from being a total loss 
because of the traffic reports. They were wonderful! I 
don't know where the radio stations find the people who 
give these repons but they are truly a rare breed oi 
individuals who speak in a language all their own. 

I first was informed that an accident on some bridge 
in Norfbik was causing me to sit in traffic appcfsixt Mt.

Throughout tinw Man (and Woman) has embarked 
on many important quests. Consider some of them: The 
Crusades. The search for the New World. The pursuit 
of knowledge. The exploration of space. All of these 
strivings have been well documented in our history 
books. 

Less well documented, however, has been this man s 
search for the perfect newsstand. One that abounds in 
out-of-town newspapers, magazines <rf all types and 
persuasions, and other publications. 

My quest for the perfect newsstand began after 
uking a vow of no television. Fmding that I had 
considerable time to pursue my interests and knowing 
that newspapers and magazines would be a source of 
information and enjoyment, 1 went out to seek a 
supplier. 

There is a world existing beyond that covered by local 
newspapers. Obviously, many other Virginia Beach 
people have discovered this because the "New York 
Times." the "Washington Post," the "WaU Street 
Journal," and even the "Richmond Times-Dispatch" 
are available at most newsstands. 

But what about the Peninsula newspapers? If my 
geography is correct, the Hampton/Newport News area 
is closer to me than Richmond, etc. Try to find a 
"Times-Herald." however. But I quibble. So how about 
a Chicago paper, or the "Christian Science Monitor?"

1 thought, then, that magazines would be another 
issue. Since more than 10,000 different titles are 
published each year, I could expect local newsstands to 
have a fair percenuge of the more popular ones. 

1 need to state here that 1 am a magazine freak. I 
don't taww what it is, but I love them. My first 
subscription - which 1 took out in coUege - was to the 
"New Yorker." (Il cost $5 a year in those Duk Age 
days when today it costs $28 a year.) The highUght of 
my week was to receive it. h still is - the cartoou it 
contains are worth their weight in the laughs they give. 
More magazines are published today than ever 
before, h wasn't too long ago that folks were predicting 



their death. "life" magazine had just folded. Postage 
rates were increasing once again. Televisioa audieiKxs 
continued to grow. 

But then something amazing happened. While 
magazines of a general nature began to decline, more 
specialized magazines started to flourish. That is, 
magazines that appealed to a very specific audience or 
interest started to grow. There are more than 30 
magazines, for example, that are designed to appeal to 
those that fly airplanes. More than ten oo skate- 
boarding. 

This trend toward specialization in magazines 
continues. Pick a topic and/or a new fad or trend and 
chances are a magazine on this topic will be developed. 
Local newsstands have a really good selectioD of the 
more popular and not-so-popular titles. I would guess 
that a person could find most periodical title he wan- 
wanted after visiting ope or two of the stands. The 
magazine sections connected with bookstore chains are, 
in my opinion, the best places to go for magazines. 

My quest for the perfect newsstand, however, led me 
to what some of you might consider a strange ending; 
the Virginia Beach public library. If you want a 
newspaper or a magazine, chances are they have a copy 
of it. And guess what - you can read the issue or paper 
for free. (Thanks to your tax dcrilars), 

The Public Library receives more than 800 magazine 
titles aiMi 16 newspapers. Ibey are maintained by 
subject and are available adjacent to comfortable 
reading areas. You may have to wait a minute or two for 
someone to Finish with the issue you want, and 
sometimes you may find that the m agazi ne you want 
has been stolen - but certainly these are minor 
inconveniences when you consider how convenient it is 
to have the materials you want aD in one spot. 

So the next time you itch to find out what's 
happening in Pliiladelpiua. or you want to learn of the 
newest happenings in the field of Ko^thics. dutck out 
the periodical department of the branch library closest 
to you. Put an end to your quest for the best information 
in town.

It's been a Ions week but it's Friday at kit. Joe leaves 
his office in Norfolk at 5 p.m. and drives home to 
Virginia Beach through the txming traffic on the ex- 
pressway. Once home he has dinner, chanfes into his 
uniform, icisses his wife <ind kids goodbye and heads to 
the 1st Police Prednct :n begin an eight hour tour of 
duty If a Virginia Beach Auxiliary Police officer. 
During the course of his tour of duty, he may save a life 
or be forced to take one. For this he receives a free dty 
sticker at the beginning of each year. 

The Virignia Beach AuxiUary PoUce was first 
esublished in 1964* during the early years these officers 
were used prinurily to supi^ement the regular force for 
such things as parades and special events. Since that time 
the organization has continued to grow and in 1976 the 
Virginia Beach City Coundl esublished an ordinance 



allowing the auxiliary organization to reach a com- 
pliment of 90 officers. 

Today the Auxiliary Police not only serve during 
special events, but ride with and assist regular officers 
and in many cases man a patrol car by tbemsdves, doing 
everything expected of a regular officer. Because of this 
they are required to undergo an extensive training 
program prior to actually working on our streets. 

The auxiliary recruit officer must submit to fourteen 
consecutive weekends of training. Training begins at 
7:43 a.m. and continues through 5 p.m. on Saturdays 
and Sundays. They can not miss a single day of training 
and graduate. The curriculum is interfai^ as closely as 
possible with the regular police academy and the 
academic requirements are stiff. The first 40 hours are 
devoted to learning to use their side arm efficiently but 
safely. For those that graduate (S0% drop out during 
the fourteen weekend course) there is another year with 
a minimum of 300 hours riding time before they can be 
certified to operate a police vehicle alone. 

The Virginia Beach Auxiliary Police gave 34, 269 
hours of their time to the citizens of our dty during the 
1981 calendar year. This saved the city a little over 
$1,000,000 in salaries and benefits. That is an im- 
pressive figure. However, it does not relleet' the asAount 
of hard work and dedication needed to tally up that 
kind of savings. To stand in the rain on a cold February 
nigltt, at the SMne of an acddent, and to be paid is one 
thing, but to be a vdontcer is another matter. It takes a 



person dedicated to their community and it's safety. 
These men and woBwn should be apidmided for their ef- 
forts. 

Recently auxiliary officers Pete Pederasn and John 
Maak were given the Auxiliary Ptriice Officer of the 
Year award, decided upon by their peers in the 
organization. Let me take this opportunity on bdialf of 
the community to congratulate these fine dedicated 
men, the dtizens of Virginia Beach should be imMid of 
this groiq> of vofaintec;rs!

Virginia Beach residents 
who haven't registered to 
vote in this Spring's Coun- 
cilmanic election may do 
so up until Saturday, 
April 3.

It takes mail between three to four 
weeks to reach the mid-western part of the 
United States from Chad, Africa. That's 
according to a Virginia Beach resident Dm 
MacNarmara whose sister has been in the 
Dark Continent for over 18 months, ser- 
ving as a Peace Corps educator with her 
husband, a Peace Corps welder. 

Dan says his sister Cathy is 30 v^s 
old, and her husband Doug is 31. They 
joined She Peace C^rps togeth^ about 
IS months ago, and will continue to serve 
in the volunteer humanistic corps for at 
least another year and a half. 

Dan said his sister corresponds with 
family members at least once a month. 
Copies of the letters which arrive first to 
their parents in Michigan, are forwarded 
to Dan in Virginia. The following letter 
wm written by Cathy to her family during 
the recent Christmas holidays. Continued 
within, are personal glimpses into the life 
of a Peace Corps volunteer:

It was great talking to you both and depressing. I 
don't know how you felt about it but it's like 
seeing the cake and not being able to eat any. I 
mean what can you say in 15 minutes but 'Hi, how 
are you? ' It was fim anyway . 

Christmas was crazy to say the least. We were 
all at a conference ( 1 week) first and then came up 
to Mahalo (I came back one day earlier to get the 
house ready). There were about 10 Peace Corps 
Volunteers (PCV) (including our director Kathy 
Tilford) who stayed at varied houses in Mahalo. 
The day before Christmas Kathy Tilford got a 
phone call at Louis Bcrger (the place we called you 
from) saying that Lonnar's (PCV who was staying 
with us) brother (16 years old) had died. God, it 
was reaily so depressing and really hard to get 
back in the mood. Kathy and another volunteer 
took Lona to Maroua to catch the plane home on 
Christmas day, after getting KadtyT. and Lona 
on the road to Maroua (Christmas Eve) - supper's 
late and not going well - we had an invasion of an- 
ts all through our spare bedroom, (where Kathy T. 
is staying - right) and living room. I thought I was 
going to go crazy. Everyone helped clear them out 
- it got to be a joke after a while. 

Christmas day - we put up the tree - everyone 
was there to decorate it - now - that really brought 
everyone's spirits up - it was great. We played 
volley ball and visited the neighbors who were 
dancing and drinking local beer. The day went 
well with about 35 peofde for dinner. The turkey 
was tender and juicy you would swear it was a 
butterball. Kathy T. brou^t up from Yaunde 
quite a supply of liquor and wine for all. So we 
were never lacking ihett. 

After Christmas some people stayed and others 
left. Some of us went to Kansseri and ^Wiomena, 
Chad. No problem crossing the border. We 
crossed the river in a small handmade boat. We 
walked around town, saw bombed out buildings 
some being repaired - saw some soldiers from the 
United African forces - all very interesting and 
everycHie was friendly. We ran into some people 
we knew from CARE and the State Department.

They showed us around the Embassy or what was 
left of it, (got some photos), and the Peace Corps 
ambassadors' house, which will now be the em- 
bassy. In Kansseri we went to the refugee camp - 
there are between 60-80 thousand people there. 
(Juite a sight. 
■^ ^ew Year's eve was at our house. We were 
going to have a really quiet one because we were 
all leaving for Waza the next day. Well, people 
coming over - we danced and drank until 2 or 3 in 
the morning. Someone even brought a couple of 
firecrackers that we lit at midnight. Who said we 
were roughing it. 

Twelve of us shared three rooms in Waza for 
three days. We saw lots of animals and birds. No 
lions though, not until the end of the dry season 
(May- June). Lots of elephants and giraffes to 
keep us amused. At night we played monopoly 
and poker of course. 

By the time everyone left I 'yf as so tired I cou^d 

have used another vacation. On top of this our 
checks for Dec. and Jan. were lost in the mail. Our 
friends were in Mahalo saw us through until they 
arrived. Thank God. 

Ok, now for the future. Doug is going to Ber- 
toua for three months to be a administrator for 
training. It's training the new community 
development volunteers. It's going to be a long 
three months but I'm going to try and visit maybe 
tvrice. It is good experience for Doug because he 
will be asked to other training sites afterwards, 
this is of course, if he does a good job this lime. 
I'll be staying right here in Mahalo with the rab- 
bits. Not to worry, we have a lots of friends here 
so I'm sure I'll be well taken care of. 

Hope all this makes sense, trying to hurry so 
Doug can take it and mail it in Yaunde. 

Please take some pictures of Colleen and Mark 
at their wedding and send them along . Also at 
their wedding be sure and drink a toast from us to 
them. I sure am sorry we are going to miss it. 

Don't forget to send that tape, I bet it might 
make it in a padded envelope. Send it to the 
Mahalo address. Love you, Cathy. P.S. 1 forgot 
what I was going to say. Write!
